and in England, Ireland, Scotland, the Netherlands, France, and Northern 
Europe: in a series of Essays, reviewing D’Aubigné, Menzel, Hallam, Bishop 
Short, Prescott, Ranké, Fryxell, and others,” by M. J.Spalding, D. D., Bishop 
of Louisville, who says: “ Fifteen years ago I published a review of D’Au- 
bigné’s History of the Reformation in Germany and Switzerland. The edition 
having been soon exhausted, I was often called on by friends to issue a second 
one; but circumstances beyond my control have prevented me from doing so 
until the present time. During this interval several editions of D’Aubigné’s 
works have been published in England and the United States, and two new 
volumes have been added, continuing the history of the German and Swiss 
Reformation, and commencing that of England. No notice, however, has 
been taken by the author, so far as I have been able to discover, of the facts 
and reasoning contained in the Review, though the latter was republished in 
Ireland. In preparing a second edition, I at first hesitated whether it would 
be worth while to pay any further attention to a writer who is clearly so 
bitter a partisan, and so wholly unreliable as an historian. His pretended 
history is, in fact, little better than a romance. He omits more than half the 
facts, and either perverts or draws on his imagination for the remainder. 
This may seem a strong accusation ; but it is amply borne out by the author- 
ities and specifications contained in the Review. Starting out apparently 
with the pre determination to paint the German Reformers as saints, and the 
Reformation as the work of God, he makes every thing bend to his precon- 
ceived theory. Still, as his work continues to be read, and perhaps believed 
by a considerable number of sincere persons, I have decided to re-issue the 
Review in an amended and considerably enlarged form, in order that those 
who really wish to discover the whole truth in regard to the Reformation, 
may lave an opportunity to read some of the facts on the other side. But, 
at the same time, I have thought it better to enlarge the plan of the work, 
and to embrace in it essays on the rise and history of the Reformation in all 
the other principal countries of Europe.” “Legends of the Blessed Virgin, 
collected from Approved Sources,” is translated from the French of J. Collin 
De Plancy. “The Touchstone of Character” is translated from the French of 
the Abbé Frederick Edward Chassay, Professor of Philosophy in the Seminary 
of Bayeux, member of the Academy of the Catholic Religion at Rome, ete. 
“The Life of Saint Bridget, ‘The Mary of Er‘n,’ and the Special Patroness of 
the Dioceses of Kildare and Leighlin, by an:” ish Priest.” Of this the author 
says: “ The object of the work is to make the history and the virtues of Saint 
Bridget better known to Irish Catholics. Little can be gleaned from works 
within their reach about this glorious saint, whose praises were once the 
theme of many a devoted missionary, and whose name was dear to every 
Irish heart.” “Also, a “Treatise on Purgatory,” translated from the Italian of 
St. Catherine of Genoa. 


W. A. Townsenp & Co. have just published as a Holiday book, the beau- 
tiful and favorite Poem of William C. Bryant, “ A Forest Hymn,” illustrated 
by John A. Hows. It is got up in exquisite style as to paper, printing, and 
binding, up to the first standard of gift books, and in this respect needs no 
further comment. But the originality, vigor, foree and truth of its illustra- 
tions, their charming grace and accuracy of drawing, their truly American 
character, their surprising, indeed startling artistic effects, entitle them to 
more than passing notice. It is a volume creditable in every yy to the 
American press, and may have some effect in relieving us from that subser- 
vience to conventionality which so frequently suppresses wholesome progress, 


Crark, Austry, Maynarp & Co, favor us with a number of publications, 
These include “ Poems,” by Frances 8, Osgood, and “The Poems, Sacred, Pas- 
sionate, and Humorous,” of Nathaniel Parker Willis, both in blue and gold, 
Also, ‘Dickens’ Little Folks,” illustrated by Darley, in twelve volumes. 
These contain “ Little Nell;” “Smike;” “The Child Wife; ” “ Oliver and 
the Jew Fagin;” “Florence Dombey;” “Little Paul;” “The Boy Joe 
and Sam Weller ;” “Sissy Jupe;” “The Two Daughters;” “Tiny Tim and 
Dot, end the Fairy Cricket;” “Dame Durden ;” and “ Dolly Varden the 
Little Coquette.” “ The above series of volumes has been undertaken with a 
view of supplying the want of a class of books for children, of a vigorous, 
manly tone, combined with a plain and concise mode of narration. The 
writings of Charles Dickens have been selected as the basis of the scheme, on 
account of the well-known excellence of his portraya! of children, and the 
interests connected with children—qualities which have given his volumes 
their strongest hold on the hearts of parents. These deliniations having thus 
received the approval of readers of mature age, it seemed a worthy effort to 
make the young also participants in the enjoyment of these classic fictions— 
to introduce the children of real life to these beautiful children of the imagi- 
nation.” 
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Warren F, Drarer has got out “ A Commentary, Critical and Grammati- 
eal, on St. Paul’s Epistle to the Galatians, with a Revised Translation,” by 
Charles J. Ellicott, B. D., Professor of Divinity, King’s College, London, and 
an Introductory Notice, by Calvin E. Stowe, D. D., who observes: “ It is the 
crowning excellence of these commentaries, that they are exactly what they 
profess to be, critical and grammatical, and therefore, in the best sense of the 
term, exegetical. It is no part of the author’s object to theologize or to ser- 
monize, or to make proof-texts, or to draw inferences, or to repel them, but 
simply to interpret the language of the sacred writers; and this object he ac- 
complishes. He first, with the utmost care and the most conscientious labori- 
ousness, gives the reader a correct text, by means of a widely extended com- 
parison of original MSS., ancient translations, and the best editions. The 
amount of hard work evidently expended on this part of his undertaking is, 
to one who knows how to appreciate it, almost appalling. His results are 
worthy of all confidence. He is more careful and reliable than Tischendorf, 
slower and more steadily deliberate than Alford, and more patiently laborious 
than any other living New Testament critic, with the exception, perhaps, of 
Tregelles. Having thus ascertained the text, he then goes to work lexically 
and grammatically upon every word, phrase, and sentence which it offers; 
and here again is everywhere seen the real /abor limae of the untiring and 
conscientious scholar. Nothing escapes his diligence, nothing wears out his 
patience. His exegetical conclusions are stated briefly and modestly, and 
with the utmost simplicity. His references to other opinions and other writers, 
and to all the requisite authorities, are abundantly copious for the purposes 
of the most thorough study. The marginal indications of the course of 
thought are exceedingly judicious and helpful; and the full translations given 
at the close of each Commentary harmonize with all the other parts of the 
work. Here the constant marginal quotations from the older translators give 
the reader the best possible opportunity for an extensive comparison, which 
would otherwise, in most cases, be quite impossible, for want of access to the 
books.”
